I never saw such execution in my life, 
and hope never to see such sights as 
met me on all sides, as our little corps 
passed over the field, dressing wounded 
legs and arms nearly demolished; the 
total decapitation, horrible wounds in 
chests and abdomen, showing the de- 
termination of our soldiers to kill every 
native in sight. 

“The Filipinos did stand their ground 
heroically, contesting every inch, but 
proved themselves unable to stand ¢he 
deadly fire of our well-trained and 
eager boys in blue. I counted seventy- 
nine dead natives in one small field, 
and learn that on the other side of the 
river their bodies avere stacked up for 
breastworks. The blockhouses filled 
with natives were stubbornly held, and 
only taken after a bayonet charge. 
There is where we had so many 
wounded, You see, ¢hey seek sheiter 
behind the densely-wooded localities, 
while we must advance in the open, 
and many times only guess at their lo- 
cation. 

“I witnessed many daring deeds 
of individual soldiers and officers ab- 


shower of bullets. This kind of fighting 
and pushing forward has completely 
paralyzed the natives, as the Spanish 
would simply make a sortie and re- 
turn for a siesta and smoke, wait for 
another week, or month, and repeat. A 
Spanish officer, surveying the field, 
made the remark that the Americans 
had no etiquette in warfare, not al- 
lowing the troops to stop for a week 
after an attack.

HARRISONVILLE (Mo.,) March 30. 
—E. Bate Soper was hanged at 5:30 
o'clock this morning. He refused to 
have any spiritual consolers. He fell 
a distance of seven feet, breaking his 
neck, and dying without a struggle. 
The execution wes private, witnessed 
by only forty persons. 

E. Bate Soper was one of the most 
cruél and most unusual of murderers. 
The crime for which he was executed 
was the murder at their home at 
Archie, near heré, of his wife and two 
daughters, aged 4 and 6 years, respec- 
tivey. The: murder had been deliber- 
ately planned, and was revolting. 
Soper ran a butcher shop. One day 
in April, 1891, he announced that he 
had learned that there was a “blind 
tiger,”’ or an illicit saloon in town, d 
that he could not live in a place so 
wicked. He sold his shop and disap- 
peared. Four days ‘later neighbors 
broke into the Soper home and found 
the mother and children dead in bed. 
The heads of all had been crushed 
with an ax, and blood and brains were 
everywhere. Soper had left a _ note 
saying he could not properly support 
his family, and that he believed they 
would be better off dead. 

Soper went to Portland, Or, and

SOUND MONEY’S DEMANDS. 


National League’s Committee Has 
Formulated the Same. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]_ 

NEW YORK, March 30.—The com- 
mittee appointed by the Centra] Coun- 
cil of the National Sound Money 
League at its recent meeting here to 
draw up resolutions setting forth the 
purposes of the league and report 
later, has drawn up the following: 

“The National Sound Money League 
demands that a declaratory act of 
Congress be passed, making all bonds, 
notes or other obligations of: the 
United States payable in the lawful 
unit of value, which is by. statute a 
dollar made of gold; also an act of 
legislation, giving the holder of any 
note or coin of the United States the 
right to demand redemption under 
suitable provision in respect to sub- 
Sidiary coins of less than one dollar 
each, said unit of value, or dollar made 
of gold or its multiples in other gold 
coins. 

“That so long as the government 
continues to reissue its note to circu- 
late as money, the league favors leg- 
islation establishing a separate bureau “ 
of issue and redemption in the Treas- 
ury Department, in which shall be 
held a separate reserve of gold coin 
in sufficient amount to insure the 
prompt redemption of all the demand 
obligations of the government.” _

Another 
mentioned is John Bassett Moore, As- 
sistant Secretary of State under John 
Hav. and one of the prominent fig- 
ures in the recent peace negotiations 
with Spain. Moore’s name comes up 
through his li’terary contributions to 
the subject of disarmament. He has re- 
centlv completed a treatise on arbitra- 
tion. comprising several volumes, pub- 
lished by the government, which is 
said to be the most exhaustive treat- 
ment of the subject ever attempted. 
The understanding also is that it would 
be agreeable to the friends of Arch- 
bishop Ireland if that eminent Cath- 
olic vrelate were appointed. At first 
it was thought that Ambassador 
‘Charlemagne .Tower might..be desig- 
nated to go to the convention from 
St. Petersburg

SPANISH OFFICER’S STORY. 


Escaped from Filipino Prison and 
Gave Himercif Up. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) March 30.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch{] Mail advices from 
the Philippines tell of a Spanish lieu- 
tenant who escaped from the insurgent 
prison and gave himself up to the 
California troopers after the battle of 
Santa Ana.

FAYAL (Azores,) March 30,—[Copy- 
righted, 1899, by the Associated Press. 
By Atlantic Cable.]. The United States 
cruiser. Raleigh, Capt. Joseph B. Cogh- 
lan, from Manila, December 15, is coal- 
ing here, will coal at Bermuda April 
% and expects to reach New York on 
April 15. 

The Raleigh has been having stormy 
weather in the Atlantic, but has been 
behaving splendidly, and proves to be 
a zood sea boat. All are well on board. 
This is the first of Admiral Dewey's 
squadron of warships to be bound for 
home. She has on board a number of 
men who belonged to the crew of the 
flagghip Olympia. 

Many changes in the personnel of the 
Raleigh have been necessitated since 
the -betth--of- Manila.- participated 
in all the movements about the Phil- 
ippines—in “the battle of Manila Bay, 
the capture of the Corregidor forts, the 
capture of the gunboat Callao, the bom- 
basdment and capture of Subig, and 
the bombardment of Malate forts, forc- 
ing the surrender of Manila. 

After leaving Manila December 15 the 


taleigh stopped at Singapore, Colombo, | 


Bombay, Aden, Port Said, Alexandria, 
Malta, Algiers and Gibraltar. In all the 
British colonies the officials of the Brit- 
ish .armv and navy and the civilian 
populatio n gave the Amerizan warship 
in enthusiastic welcome, showing her 
officers and crew every form of cour- 
resy.

arena of politics ‘it passes beyond its 
legitimate sphere, violates its tradi- 
tions and customs, assumes unwar- 
ranted functions, and loses the attri- 
butes of a conservative, independent 
institution. The unwritten law of the 
land rigidly excludes colleges from the 
domain of politics. The exertion of 
collegiate influence would not be 
tolerated in legal or medical jurispru- 
dence; or-in-theology, fortiora 
such influence cannot be permitted in 
the political arena—always a storm 
center of bitter feuds and _ factions. 
A college must be independent in all 
things. It is the function of a college 
or university to give instruction in the 
higher branches, and to promote in- 
dependent study and research. The 
prime function of such institutions is 
to ascertain and promulgate the truth. 
But nothing can or will be accepted as 
truth—in the ordinary acceptation of 
this term—which has the slightest 
coloring or indication of bias. Hence, 
an institution which attempts to pro- 
mulgate principles which are tainted 
with partisanship, cannot exert a po- 


The country, or at least a goodly 
and highly-respectable and intelligent 
part of if, has not forgotten nor for- 
given the ridiculous—not to say dis- 
graceful—exertions made _ by certain 
colleges to promulgate free-trade 
theories in this country and- thus un- 
dermine the tariff system which under- 
lies our whole industrial structure. 
Nor have they forgotten the irrational 
and virulent partisan activity of Dr. 
E. B. Andrews, late president of 
Brown University, who ‘called down 
upon himself the censure of the coun- 
try for his advocacy of the  16-to-1 
piracy in 1896. | 

The exertion of collegiate influence 
in political affairs is contrary to well- 
defined traditions and customs in this 
country, is utterly irrational, re- 
pugnant to public sentiment, improper 
and unjust, and will not be tolerated. 
College professors who are overbur- 
dened with personal views on public 
questions, who become “inspired” or 
conceive a “mission” to warn the peo- 
ple, should emulate the example of 
Jonah and take passage to unknown 
parts. 


PROTECTION AT PARIS GUARANTEED. 

Fears have been expressed in some 
quarters that exhibitors at the Paris 
Exposition of 1900 will not be fully 
protected against the copying of new 
designs and models which they may 
place on exhibition: Inventors, espe- 
cially, have been cautioned against al- 
lowing new inventions to be exhibited, 
lest they should be copied by design- 
ing persons, to the injury of the in- 
ventor or the owner of such inven- 
tions. In order to allay these fears, so 
far as possible, the consular agent of 
France, in this city, informs Tum TIMES 


acted special and liberal laws for the 
purpose of affording absolute security 
to inventors who take part in public 
expositions organized in France. A 
general law covering this matter has 
been in force since 1885. Furthermore, 
the French government has adhered 
to Article II of the Convention of 
March 23, 1883, for international pro- 
tection of all industrial property; and 
in order to make the rights of. in- 
ventors even more secure, if possible, 
a special measure, relating to the ex- 
position to be held next year, is to be 
submitted to Parliament. It is ex- 
pected that this measure will pass

Executives charged with the execu- 
tion of laws, or judges who are called 
upon to interpret laws, rarely assume 
a partisan attitude or discuss, in pub- 
lic, matters upon which they may act 
Officially. The same reasons which 
create and maintain an independent 
non-partisan judiciary, require  in- 
dependent, non-partisan colleges, 
Churches have no business in politics, 
neither have colleges. 

The well-defined code of ethics which 
preclude colleges from entering the 
‘domain of politics should serve as a 
bar to the exertion of partisan activity 
by college presidents. Offensive parti- 
sanship is equally odious and reprehen- 
sible, whether exhibited by a public 
officer or a college officer. College 
presidents who use their positions to 
exploit their individual views of public 
or private questions, forfeit all respect 
and confidence, divest themselves of 


minded teachers, and place themselves 


in the attitude of partisans. Then, for |

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) March 24.— 
Business men who know what,is going 
on in the money markets of the coun- 
try heave figured it out that during 
the last five or six months trust stocks 
to the amount of $2,770,000,000 have been 
placed upon the market. This enor- 
mous amount of stock represents for 
the most part only the common stock 
of the new trusts that have been 
formed, .and in very many instances 
the real value of the securities amounts 
to absolutely nothing, the vague, actual, 
in the new companies being  repre- 
Sented in the preferred. stock, nog 
placed upon the market. This $2,770,- 
000,000 does not represent the total 
capitalization of the trusts organized 
during the last six months, for many 
of them have not plated their securi- 
ties upon the market at all. They will 
come eround in due time, however, and 
invite the public to purchase watered 
Stock, and if nothing happens the 
Public will purchase. So matters are 
going on. There is not a day that 
some new trust is not organized under 
the laws of the State of New Jersey 
at a cé@pitalization bf from $1,000,000 to 
fifty or a hundred times that amount. 
Tin plate, steel, banana, peanut, pin, 
locomotive, steamboat building, chew- 
ing gum—everything known to the 
markets of the world, is put.into a 
trust, and the stock of thet trust sold 
to the public, he record is appalling,

GOES TO SAN QUENTIN. 


SMITH SENTENCED TO SERVE A 
TERM OF TWO YEARS, 


Examined on a Charge of Awsault to 
Commit Murder, Then Plieads 
Guilty to a Charge of Assault 
With a Deadly Weapon. 


to murder J. T. McClintick on the aft- 
ernoon of February 21, had his pre- 
liminary examination yesterday morn- 
ing before Justice Morgan, and was 
held to answer to the Superior Court. 
Justice Morgan reduced the defendant’s 
bail from $5000 to $2500. 

The shooting took place in Sachse’s 
saloon, on the northwest corner of 
Fifth and Los Angeles streets, about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon of the day 
hamed. Smith and McClintick, who 
were old friends, were in the saloon 
‘drinking, when Smith wanted to pawn 
his watch for $2 to F. Lynburg of Twin 
City, Utah, who intended to leave for 
his home in a day or two. McClintick 
prevailed upon Smith not to pawn his 
watch, and took it from him, promis- 
ing to give it back to him when he 
should become sober. Smith left the 
saloon, but returned about an hour 
later, when the shooting took place. 

Captain of Detectives Bradish and 


arresting Smith at the saloon, where 
Sachse, the proprietor, was detaining 
him in a corner. Sachse handed the’ 
officers two revolvers, which he said he 
had taken from the prisoner. One re- 
volver contained four cartridges and 
an empty shell, and the other contained 
three cartridges. 

Dr. Ralph Hagan, police surgeon, 
testified to McClintick’s condition when 
he arrived at the Receiving Hospital, 


performed on the wounded man at the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, showing that 
the intestines had been punctured in 
seven places, the bullet lodging in the 
muscles_of the back. MeClintiek “had 
recovered from the effects of the 
wounds and operation, and was now 
entirely out of danger from that source. 
Sachse, the proprietor of the saloon 
where the shooting took place, testified 
as follows: “I was behind the bar 
mixing drinks when I heard a shot. 1 
looked around and saw Smith with a 
pistol in his hand. I went from be- 
hind the bar, took the pistol from Aim 
and put it in my pocket.

MRS. BANNING’S RANCH. 


A Litigation That Has Been in the 
Courts for Seven Years. 


The suit of Mrs. Mary H. Banning 
against W. F. Marleau, came to trial 
again yesterday before Judge Trask. 
This case is hoary with age. The 
amount involved is only $1000, but the 
costs and legal expenses incurred since 
the suit was begun about sevén years 
ago, has long outstripped. the amount 
of judgment asked for. The case has 
been carried before the Supreme Court 
three times, and now for the fourth 
time it is on trial. It was first heard 
in 1892, Judge Van Dyke trying it 
without a jury. At that time Mrs. 
Banning was in Paris. The case was 
decided against her, and when she re- 
turned home she appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which reversed the de- 
} cision.. The second trial was in 1894, 
before Judge Van Dyke and a jury. A 
verdict was returned in favor of the 
defendant, but the court set it aside, 
as being against the evidence, and 
thereupon the defendant appealed from 
the court’s order. That appeal was 
dismissed. In 1896 the third trial took 
place, again before Judge Ven Dyke 
and a jury, and a verdict was returned 
in Mrs. Banning’s favor. But upon 
appeal the Supreme Court reversed the 
decision, and so, for the fourth time, 
the case is being tried befere Judge 
Trask, sitting without a jury. 

All of this litigation arose from en 
effort to obtain possession of ten head 
of horses and cattle, and certain farm- 
ing implements, altogether valued at 
about $600, and which it was alleged 
the defendant became wrongfully pos- 
sessed of on November 30, 1891. But 
behind the mere claim itself lies the 
story of how Mrs. Banning was _ in- 
veigled into ranching on an extensive 
scale. As for the cattle in issue they 
have ere this gone the way of all 
flesh. and the farm implements have 
worn out by use, or been corroded by 
rust. 

In the olden days Dr. Joseph Han- 
non was physician to the Banning fam- 
so until his retire- 
ment from fhe practice of his profes- 
sion, when the ties of friendship re- 
mained unbroken. In 1887 or 1888, ac- 
cording to the statements of Mrs. Ban- 
ning. Dr. Hannon persuaded her to 
buy the Tejauta ranch, near Compton, 
for $31.500. His proposal was that he 
and his old friend should buy it to- 
gether, each having a half-interest, and 
upon his representation that under his 
persona] control the ranch would cer- 
tainly clear $5000 above all expenses, 
the purchase was made. Under the 
agreement Mrs. Banning paid $10,000 
down on the purchase price, end both 
she and Dr. Hannon made two joint 
notes for $10,500 each. It was under- 
stood that the doctor would take up the 
first note when it fell due a year from 
date. He at once assumed the man- 
agement of the ranch, and the first year 
; $1600 was realized from alfalfa, and

$1500 from pasturage, and from this 
amount some of the cattle and imple- 
ments now being disputed were  pur- 
chased. But notwithstanding this in- 
come the doctor ran the ranch in debt

due. Dr. Hannon’s property was hope- 
lessly involved, and Mrs. Banning had 
to pay the note and the debts in- 
curred. The doctor signed a quit claim 
deed to his interest in the ranch and

Hannon undertook to farm a portion 
of the Tejauta ranch on shares, and 
it was @bout this period of time that 
financia] storm beset the physician- 
farmer. In suits brought in the Jus- 
tice’s Court against the doctor two at- 
tachments were placed in the hands of 
the present defendant,. who at that 
time was Constable of Compton town- 
ship, and the horses, cattle and imple- 
ments now in controversy were levied 
upon to secure claims aggregating 
$587. Presumably Dr. Hannon’s cred- 
itors imagined the property attached 
was his own, but for seven years Mrs. 
Banning has been trying to prove to

THE BUILDING CLAUSE. 


Last year The Times referred to a 
suit of much importance to real estate 
men. which was decided by Judge 
Shaw in favor of the plaintiffs. 

In the suit referred tg, Easton, 
Eldridge & Co., are ents for’ the 
tract. the defendant being Richard-H. 
McCray. The specific injury which 
plaintiff alleges he had suffered, “and 
which formed the basis of the action, 
laid in the fact that McCray had put 
up a dwelling-house which had _ cost 
only $300, and which was unsightly in 
character, and detrimental to the value 
of the property in -the vicinity:* The 
plaintiff-nottfied the defendant that the 
house was not in aecordance with the 
conditions of the sale, and that his.title 
would be affected by a non-compliance 
with the*terms of sale.. But’ McCray 
persisted. .and then a démand was 
made .upon.him :to reconvey the lots 
back to the plaintiff. This he refused 
to do: hence the:institution of the ac- 


tion: 


As already mentioned in The Times, 
the deed for the lot has been given’ to 
Easton, Eldridge & Co., and filed with 
the County Recorder. This case is: of 
mutch importence to all ho are --in- 
terested in keeping up the improve- 
ment of residence tracts. Had’the case 
gone against the. plaintiffs, it would 
have been a severe blow to our best 
residence sections, and-would — have 
opened the way to blackmail, as a per- 
son could-easily;: have purchased lots in 


fin> subdivision and ,placed thereon 


unsightly buildings, for the sake of be- 
ing bought-out.. 

RIALTO.

_ TO IMPROVE BUILDING LAWS. 


As already mentioned in The Times, 
the Building Superintendent has sub- 
mitted ‘to «the. C@uncil @ communiea- 
tion; the object of which- was.to se- 
cure a remodeling of‘all ‘the building 
laws of the city, with a view not only 
to securing their enforcement, but for 
the general information of the build- 
ers, and for the changing of the pres- 
ent laws. so as to conform to modern 
ideas, and to the needs of the city as 
it now exists. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Mayor, with power to 
act. There is no ’question that. the 
present. building ordinances of . the 
city do not fulfill the needs of a city 
of the size of Los’ Angeles. rh 
In this connection, a correspondent 
of The Times recently calls attention 
to the mjstake made by many owners 


of. buildings, who place the ground

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY MAPS. | 
“The United States Geological Sur- 
vey has been engaged for the last six- 
teen years in making a topographic 
survey and map of the United States. 
The progress of this work in Southern 
California is so far confined to four- 
teen sheets, all of which are of the 
mile scale, and cover the Los Angeles 
Valley, from the ocean to San Ber- 
nardino, and from- San Fernando to 
Santa Ana, With three sheets in San 
Diego county, via Oceanside, Escondido 
and E] Cajon. A large emount of field 
work outside of the above area has 
a done, but no sheets are issued. as 
yet. 

Sheets are designated by the names 
of well-known features appearing on 
them. The names of adjoining pub- 
~—q sheets are printed on the mer- 

ns. 

The maps are engraved on copper and 
printed from stone. The cultural fea- 
tures, such as roads, railroads, cities, 
towns, etc., as well as all lettering, are 
in black; all water features are printed 
in blue, while the hill features are 
shown by brown contour lines, the con- 
tour interval, which depends on the 
scale of the map and relief of the coun- 
try, being 25, 50, 100, 200 or 250 feet. 

An act of Congress, approved Febru- 
ary 18, 1897, prescribes that they shall 
be disposed of by sale. They are sold 
at the rate of 5 cents per sheet. Pre- 
payment is obligatory, and may be 
made by money order payable to the 
order of the United States Geological 
Survey or in cash for the exact amount. 
Checks and postage stamps cannot be 
accepted. These sheets are also for 
sale in Los Angeles by the Stoll & 
Thayer Co., Stimson Block, who act as 
sales agents for the three survey de- 
partments of' the government.

and Markets. 
NCOURAGING reports are re. 
E ceived from all parts of Southern 
California. The bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, under date of March 
27, presents good news from almost 
every. section. 

In . Santa . aediaee: county, it is 
stated that the crops show a wonder- 
full improvement. In Ventura county 
grass, barley and grain, have been 
growing remarkably well, and it is 
stated that the prospect could not be 
better for fruit. At Pomona the total 
rainfall had been about 6% inches for 
the season: The ground is reported to 
be wet from three to five feet, making 
There’ will 
be some grain and a good crop of hay, 
whereas, a couple of weeks ago it was 
not‘ expected that there would even be 
a fair hay crop. In the coast section, 
around Long Beach, grain is reported 
to be coming up nicely, and will make 
a fair crop, while fruit trees are in 
good condition. In San Bernardino 
county, around Redlands, all kinds of 
fruits are blooming heavily, and prom- 
In the eastern part of 
Riverside county, around Winchester, 

where a large amount of grain is 
raised, it is. reported that crops look 
remarkably well. In Orange county, 
around Santa Ana, the grain is look- 
ing well, and a hay crop is assured. 
From San Diego county, also, encour- 
aging reports are received. 

Altogether, while it cannot, of course, 
be expected that the crop of this sea- 
son will be a fair average, farmers 
certainly have reason to “be satisfied 
with the good prospects before them, 
after the gloomy outlook that has pre- 
vailed for so long. 


As to the outlook for prices for the} 


coming fruit crop, they could scarcely 
be better. Reports from all parts of 


_ the East confirm the great amount of 
damage done by the frost, which ex- 


tended all through the country, and 
even down to .Mexico. California is 
abowt the only section of the United 
Sta hat will have a good crop of 
fruit, and growers are justified in ex- 
pecting to receive first-class prices. 
In .the local produce market, butter 
has been weak. Grain hay is not, so 
far, any cheaper, but it is not so easy 
to sell, owing to the growth of pastur- 
age since the rain.

Mushroom Culture, 


‘tion between 60 and 70 deg., 


N THE Northern and Middle States 

of the continent it is a necessity 

to utilize cellars for the culture of 
mushrooms. In ‘the Southern and Pa- 
cific States sheds above ground will 
answer the same purpose. 

Cellars built of brick are to be given 
the preference, inasmuch as_ walls 
of brick and stones will enable us, to 
better control the temperature of the 
culture. The most satisfactory warmth 
is 68 deg. Fahr., though a_ varia- 
is within 
the limits of practicability. The tem- 
perature of the manure beds may go 


. 88 high as 80 deg. without causing ap-} 


prehension for the gro of the 
“r~un, When sheds aré in use, it is 


‘ 


advisable to apply to the lumber, 
boards and posts, neither coal tar nor 
carbolineum, as local smelling oils eas- 
ily and injuriously affect the micro- 
scopical mushroom spawn. 

Draught or other sudden change of 
temperature have also a damaging ef- 
fect upon the young spawn. 

As to light, absolute darkness is not 
a necessity, a mild twilight being 
rather preferable. The shape of our 
beds may be made according to the 
disposal of space. 

If there is want of room, make them 
in layers about 28 inches apart upon 
wooden shelves, either entirely flat, or 
with a slight incline, the width of 
same being adapted to @ convenient 
cutting of the crop. The depth may 
vary between 18 and 20 inches. If 
space is plenty I recommend the 
French style of beds, the base 3 feet 
wide, length as wanted, with a conical 
surface, height in the center about 2 
feet 10 inches, upper width 2 feet 6 
inches. Such beds are best made upon 
even ground—in cellars upon cement 
or brick, as thé case may be. — 

The material for the beds must be 
fresh horse manure. Avoid all 
posure to sun or rain. Pile to a height 
of about 4 feet, with a width of like 
dimensions. All coarse bedding is 
to be carefully separated. To give the 
bed a firm consistency use the back 
of a spade freely and vigorously. After 
about ten days turn the bed, that is, 
tear down and rebuild, by using the 
inner manure for the outer coating and 
bring the outer cover into the center 
of the pile. This is to be renewed 
after a lapse of an equal period—ten 
days—and as long until a thermometer, 
introduced in the middle of the pile, 
indicates a heat of 90 deg. Fahr. It 
is advisable to use the thermometer 


freely. during the process of manure |: 


fermentation. A rise of the same to 
150 deg. will. compel. us to open the 
pile somewhat, so as to avoid an over- 
heating and consequently burning of 
the bedding material. 

An average of three weeks is gener- 
ally sufficient to make the manure 
ready for the use of the beds. Bear in 
mfhd that during the process of fer- 
mentation places which show a ten- 
dency for too much dryness have to 
be kept moist by slight applications of 
either water, or better yet the regular 
manure secretion. If the manure: 
turns out to be of a soapy consistenoy, 
or affected with a moldy smell, cur 
work avill have to be renewed with 
a fresh lot of material, as manure in 
the above condition is unfit for mush- 
room cultivation. Well-prepared ma- 
nure is almost odorless. We now put 
our ready material into the prepared 
beds of either cellar or shed. In pur- 
chasing the seed—spawn, we have the 
choice between the local and the tm- 
ported English or French...The Eng- 
lish spawn is in the market in the 
form of pressed bricks, as is most of 
the local. Jt is 2 inches thick by 12 
inches and 6 inches in length.- The 
French spawn is, as a rule, to b2 had 
loose in packages of four pounds. My 
own experience inclines me to give the 
French seed the preference, it being 


the more productive. If economy is a 
then the seed of the wild 


mushroom, gathered in season, will do 
as well. Such mushrooms are to be 
found in abundance all around the 
eastern hills on the limits of Los An- 
geles. In the first month of the year 
a warm shower will generally cause 
legions along the roadside to break 
the soil. 

The characteristic feature of a non- 
poisonous mushroom is 1h ease and 
even way with which one may loosen 
the skin. In seeding use pieces: of 
about the size of a duck egg, and 
about ten inches distant, in holes 3 
inches deep. 

It is well to subject the spawn to a 
slight moistening eight days before 
planting. Close all holes carefully and 
firmly after seeding and spread an 
inch layer of not ae ena soil over 
the beds. Try to ep, as near as 
possible, an even temperature, 69 deg. 
Fahr., in your cellar, and likewise keep 
a careful guard, that your beds may 


not become too dry. 


In about twenty days, more or less, 
you will see your spawn begin to pene. 
trate the manure bed with a multitude: 
of fine, snowwhite fibrous roots. You 
will now add another inch layer of good 


goil firmly pressed upon your beds. 
‘After a lapse of a further twenty days

or so the first socalled 
buttons—will begin to make their ap- 
pearance. In cutting the mushrooms 


for market, be careful to refill all open. 


ings with bed material with as little 
disturbance of your growing spawn as 
possible. 

A well-prepared mushroom bed will 
retain its fertility from six to _ ten 
months. By applying once in a while 
a solution of saltpeter water, 1 ounce: 
to about 12 quarts of tepid water; you 


‘will be enabled to continue your har- 
‘vest for a considerable length of time.

Olive Culture. 
OW that so much interest is be- 
N ine taken in the subject of olive 
culture in California, concerning 
the failures in which:many differences 
of ovinion exist. a bulletin recently is- 
sued by the Agricultural Experiment 
Station of the University of California 
is specially pertinent. Brief reference 
was made to this bulletin last week. 
It is in two parts, one by F. T. Bio- 
letti, on. the cultivation of the olive, 
oil making, pickling and diseases, and 
the other by George E. Colby, on varie- 
ties and their adaption. It is to be re- 
gretted that the pamphlet does not go 
into the auestion of the reason for the 
failure of many California olive groves 


‘to bear. which has caused much com- 


ment during the past year or two. We 
trust that the experiment station of the 
university will soon be able to thor- 
oughlv investigate this subject. 
- The bulletin-under review is not in- 
tended as a manual of olive growing, 
but as a convenient summary, covering 
the main points about which numerous 
inquiries have been received at the ex- 
periment station. | 

In regard to the question of soil for 
the olive, Mr. Bioletti says that the 
olive needs a light, well-drained soil, 


and either does not suc: , or gives 
fruit of poor quality, on ‘heavy, clayey 
or ill-drained soils. It is especialiv 


suited to sandy or loam soils, ks 3 in 
lime, and will grow in soils so rocky 
that nothing else but a vine could suc- 
ceed in them. It is a mistake, however, 
to suppose that the olive will give 
profitable crops in poor soils. Such 
soils must be well fertilized to insure 
xood growth of the young trees and 
good crops on the old. 

The olive requires less water than 
most cultivated trees, on account. of 
its: light foliage, and of its strong root 
system, which penetrates to a great 
depth, even in very rocky subsoils, if 
well drained. Where the rainfall is very 
light, however, irrigation is necessary. 
It must not be excessive, and the 
water level must be kept low, other- 
wise the quality of the crop will be in- 
ferior. and the trees more subject to 
disease. 

While it is true that olives are gen- 
erally propagated from cuttings, the 
author of this. pamphlet claims that 
the strongest, -heaviest-bearing, and 
longest-lived trees are those grown 
from seed. Seedlings have a stronger 
and more deep-seated root system, and 
*row into more regular and hardy 
trees than those grown from cuttings. 


“The only objeétion to their use is that 


they require several years’ longer time 
before commencifg to bear. With care 
and intelligent cultivation, * however, 
this delay can be reduced to one or two 
years, and the larger crops and health- 
ier trees resulting will more than com- 
pensate for the loss of time. 


The seedlings always revert. more or | 


less to the wild plant or type: so that 
it is necessary to graft or bud them 
with the variety which it is desired 
to propagate. This may, in very favor- 
able cases, be done the spring after 
planting, but usually they are not large 
enough until after the second spring. 
Two-year-old wood should be used for 
grafting, and the graft put in at the 
neck of the roots, just below the sur- 
face of the ground. . 

Though olive trees are grown in some 
districts without pruning, there can 
be no doubt that intelligent pruning in- 
creases the regularity, quantity and 
auality of the crop. Heavy pruning, at 
intervals of several years, is practiced 
very commonly, but results in irreg- 
ular bearing, and renders the trees 
more susceptible to disease. The sys- 
tem which gives the best results, from 
all points of view, is a moderate pryun- 
ing each year. 

In regard to' pickling the olive, the 
author says that the successful} pro- 
duction of pickled olives is a matter 
of experience, and depends almost al- 
together on the individual judgment 
and skill of the producer. No method 
can be given which is, suitable in all 
cases. An outline of what is said to be 
a generally successful lyé process is 
described. 

As to the nutritive value of clivés, 
it is shown that pickled ripe olives 
constitute an extremely nutritious and 
digestible form of focd. They contain 
a large amount of oil, carbohydrates 
and some nitrogenous matter, and in 
some countries replace meat to a cer- 
tain extent. Pickled green olives, such 
as those imported from Spain, are, on 
the contrary, indigestible, and contain 
much less nutriment. They are made 
from unripe fruit, and are, therefore.

Tto be used in very limited quantities, 
in the same way as pickled walnuts or 
cucumbers. A meal of bread and ripe 
olives is not only palatable, but nutri- 
tious and sustaining, and the amount 
eaten is to be limited only by the same 
considerations as that of any other 
g00d wholesome food. 

A' table is published showing in a 
striking manner the superiority of ripe 
olives over green ones, in nutritive 
value, the former containing twice as 
much nutritive matter as the latter. In 
that portion of the bulletin devoted to 
olive varieties and their adaptation, 
Mr. Colby states that during the past 
eight years over 740 samples of olives, 
representing fifty-seven varieties, have 
been examined at the experiment sta- 
tion. A detailed description of several 
of these varieties is given, the facts re- 
latine to the size of the fruit, 
amount of pit and the amount of oil 
in the fruit, and not to the yield of the 
fruit, for the reason that there are 
at present no extensive or accurate 
data upon the question of yields of 
fruit by the different varieties. Of the 
Mission olive several varieties are de- 
scribed. It is admitted that _the selec- 
tion of proper varieties for planting in 
California has so received only a 
part of the careful attention which the 
question demands.

With the percentage of fat 
and the specific gravity known, the 
value of milk as a food can be very ac- 
curately estimated. Directions for 
making the Babcock test are ordinarily 
furnished with each machine sold, and 
its use is becoming s0 general that 
most dairymen understand the prin- 
ciples underlying it. As the use of the 
lactometer in connection with the Bab- 
cock test has not yet become general, 
the method will be explained. 

. “A given quantity of milk is heavier 
than the same quantity of water. The 
difference varies with the solids pres- 
ent and the temperature of the milk. 
The fat, being lighter than water, re- 
duces the specific gravity, while the 
other solids raise it. A rise in tem- 
perature lowers the specific gravity, 
while a fall in temperature raises it. A 
given quantity of average milk at 60 
deg. Fahr. is about 1.032 times as heavy 
as the same quantity of water, or its 
specific gravity is 1.032. The specific 
gravity of normal milk varies from 
1.029 to 1.036. On the scale of Que- 
venne’s lactometer the last two num- 
bers are given. lactometer con- 
tains a thermometer, and the tempera- 
ture is té be noted as well as the lac- 
tometer reading. which on Quevenne’s 
instrument is intended for a tempera- 
ture of 60 deg. Fahr. It will usually 
be- practicable to cool milk to 75 deg. 
if it is above that temperature, and it 
will always be éasy to raise the tem- 
perature to 60 deg. if the milk is be- 
low the latter temperature, when the 
lactometer reading is to be taken.”

New Enterprise Boomed at Farmers’ 
Club Meeting—Case of Incor- 
rigible Agnes Mahler to Come 
Before Judge York Fridar. 
Nerve on a Wheel. 


PASADENA, March 30.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence. ] A new codperative movement 
was boomed at the meeting of the Farmers 
Club at the Board of Trade rooms this aft- 
ernoon. The first business of the session was 
the report of the committee appointed to 
confer with other bodies relative to an ex~- 
hibit in the Masonic fruit and flower show 
during the Free Harbor Jubilee at Los An- 
geles, which set forth that no way seemed 
open for the club to be represented. It wes 
voted to continue the committee in office with 
instructions to confer with other bodies and 
get up an exhibit if possible. 

Prof. C. E. Tebbetts delivered an address 
on codperative fruit, curing and selling. He 
argued that by this method alone the best re- 
sults could be obtained on deciduous as wel! 
as citrus fruits. The grower who goes it 
alone, he said, is completely at the mercy 
of unscrupulous commission men, -Ho gave 
an illustration from his own experience with- 
in a few years. He shipped his fruit to an 
eastern house with the iron-clad contract 
that he should be consulted before sellicé. 
They reported that the market was poor, 
and months passéd without returns, where- 
upon he sent a friend to investigate, and he 
found that the fruit had been sold a long 
time previous. San Jesé has an associativf 
of deciduous-fruit growers who control their 


- OWn product, and are making money. What 


we want here, the speaker urged, is a central 
exchange with sufficient capital to erect a 
large warehouse and@ store fruit, both green 


-. and dry, till the right time comes to sell. 


Then all of us would fare alike: ~There are 
around Pasadena about one thousand acres 
of deciduous fruit which should go into such 
an ‘organization. We could erect for $3000 
a° warehouse that would..pay for itself in 
one year, said Préf. Tebbetts. 
The -professor’s plan aroused much inter- 
est, and the debate showed that each mem- 
ber of the club was disposed to take hold 
of such an enterprise. At the next meeting

DEMENTED WANDERER FOUND BY 
OFFICERS WITH DOGS. 


M. K. White of Silwer City, N. M., 
Has Strange Hallucinations—Left 
His Train and Circled in the 
Hills—Rich Free-milling | Gold 


SAN DIEGO, March 30.—~[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] An old man who left tho train 
at Oceanside Monday while en route to this 
city, and wandered off into the hills in a de- 
mented condition, was found Tuesday even- 
ing by two constables with bloodhounds, 
which were put on the old man’s trail. He 
was identified by papers found in his pockets 
as M. K. White of Silver City, N. M. Con- 
stable Hubbert brought him to San Diego yes- 
terday afternoon. 

When Conductor Clegg of the Southern Cali- 
fornia road passed through the train last 
Monday morning, several hours after leaving 
Los Angeles, White tendered him $3.50. The 
conductor refused to take it, because the old 
man had already shown his ticket which car- 
ried him to San Diego. When the train ar- 
rived at Oceanside, White got off, and after 
asking the station agent several questions 
started off for the hills. His actions plainly 
showed that he was demented. When Con- 
ductor Clegg passed through Oceanside on the 
return trip he informed two constables that 
the man had left the train by mistake, and 
asked them to hunt for him. ‘The two con- 
stables searched the hills all afternoon Mon- 
day, but could find no trace of White. 

On Tuesday the officers started out again, 
taking along two bloodhounds. The dogs soon 
took the scent and led the officers a chase 
over the hills. The trail was almost in the 
form of a circle. About dark, while on the 
Santa Margarita ranch, the officers discovered 
the man for whom they were looking some 
distance ahead. They called back the blood- 
houncs and walked up to White. He was in 
a pitiable condition. His clothes were in rags 
and his hands and legs were covered with 
cuts and bruises. He greeted the officers 
pleasantly, and told them his name and place 
of residence. He insisted, however, that his 
home was in the hills. He. had had nothing 
to eat from the time he left the train until 
found by the officers. He appears to be about 
65 years old. One of his halluctihations was 
that his spectacles were in his mouth. In 
one of his pockets was found a round-trip 
ticket from Silver City to San Diego.

MANY BRANCHES MARKETS 
HAVE QUIETED DOWN... 


IN 


Sellérs Awaiting Completion of Con. 
solidation Arrangements—Hayers 
do not Share the Confidence of 
Makers as to Prices—National 
Steel Company. 


[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, March 30.—In its review 
of trade conditions, the Iron Age says: | 
“In many branches the iron and steel | 
markets have quieted down somewhat. 
This is due in certain lines to the with- 
drawal of sellers pending the comple- | 
tion of arrangements for a consolida- | 
tion of interests. In other branches it. 
is due to the fact that buyers do not 
share the confidence of makers, in the 
maintenance of present prices, and are 
beginning to test them by withdrawal 
from the market. Many are now buy- 
ing from hand to mouth. 

“In the foundry iron markets, busi- 
ness has quieted down considerably, al- 
though reports from southern markets 
report a further advance. Opinions 
vary greatly as to the capacity becom- 
ing available through the blowing in 
of new plants, There is no doubt that 


every means is being exhausted by 
idle furnaces to get into line. In 
Bessemer pig, the market has now 


been reéstablished by the sales of the 
association at $14.50, valley furnace. 
The report that the sales of 13,000 tons 
to the National Steel Company and 
Others had exhausted the supply from 
that source is pronounced absurd.

“Copper has recovered from the 
weakening influences, and has during 
the last few days’ gone back to $17.50 
for Lake, the result of a rise in the 
London market.
